DP: Let's start with 
some basic band 
history.

So 
how do you ended 

up having two guys in the band? Are you 
happy with this? Do you keep any secret 
plan to kick out the two guys out of the band 
so you can continue as an all female 
hardcore band? 

Ami: You are right we did initially have plans for 
the band to be an all female line-up, and we did 
originally have another girl in the band playing 
guitar. Lets see at first I played guitar and sang, 
Athena played bass we then added another girl 
named Tobia to play guitar and do some singing 
as well. Then all 3 of us started looking for a 
kick-ass female drummer that could hit hard, 
play double kick and seriously rage. This took 
several months. So we just decided we wanted 
to play and asked around about guy drummers. 
A friend of Athena's named Miles said he was 
down for trying out and we played a couple 
shows with him, even recorded some songs that 
never saw the light of day. He's a solid 
drummer and great guy but more of a straight 
up d-beat style. So we parted ways with him 
then acquired this really great drummer named 
Jody. He is the drummer on our "Tinea cruris" 
7". Really great drummer but things just didn't 
work out with him. So we had a full on U.S. tour 
booked and no drummer-then a friend of ours 
suggested this kid named Scotty Karate who 
also plays in another bay area HC band called 
Deadfall. So we asked him, tried him out- 
everybody got along so went on tour with him. It 
was all good so now he is part of the band too. 
After that tour Tobia just wasn't feeling it so she 
left the band-the search was on again for a new 
git player. We had all seen this bay area drunk 
punk band called STFU and they had a singer 
that used to play git for them. So we all really 
liked him and his style then asked him if he 
wanted to join Voetsek as our guitar player. He 



joined and this is the 
final solid Voetsek line- 
up. This is the line-up on 
everything else we've put 
out. I'm stoked to be 
playing in a band with 
these guys and gal. I 
don't think we'd ever kick 
these dudes outta the band, they both 
seriously rule! 

Athena: Playing with Scotty and Jef has really 
helped us to play and write songs in the style 
we were originally aiming for. They rule!

We had recorded 
something like 70 songs in 4 months back then. 
We have a few things coming up; we're on the 
next "Tomorrow Will Be Worse" 7" box set on 
Sound Pollution, "Thrash Of the Tittans II" comp 
on Know Records, the "All Punks Spending 
Drunk Night" comp on Distort Ohio, the 
"Unreality" comp on Deep Six who we are also 
recording a 7" for as well, also Dan Doh 
Records is doing another "Terro-Rhythm" comp 
that we are contributing some songs to.

Winnipeg is considered an 
inexpensive city to live in by Canadian 
standards. To give you an example, I live in a 
pretty large one-bedroom apartment. It's pretty 
nice and located in a trendy part of downtown 
Winnipeg. It costs me $440 CAD per month, 
which works out to 1,440 Ringgit per month. I 
get paid decently at my job and make about 
$1,800 CAD per month or 5,880 Ringgit. 
CAM: I am a children's bookseller. Winnipeg 
has a pretty low cost of living compared to other 
major cities in Canada. Broke musicians such 
as ourselves scrape by, but there are people 
devastated by non-elective poverty here and all 
over the world so it doesn't make sense to 
complain or to glorify it.

For some weird reason, I don't think I have 
ever been in a "anarcho" punk phase. 
Veah sure, the imaginary most anarcho 
bands used attracts me but I don't think I 
was ever a fan of the music from that part 
of the hardcore punk scene. I think I 
remember listening to a Crass tape made 
by a friend and totally flip out after a few 
minutes because it was too... well 
musically it was fucking horrible. I don't 
think I ever want to listen to any of that 
after that. Not even when I have the 
resources to get it off the internet free of 
charge. There is no way I am going to 
waste my bandwidth downloading and 
listening to music... that hardly move me.

I think I 
would rather listen to Chaos UK than 
CRASS. Sorry. 

This book on the other hand is excellent. It 
is, to put it loosely, some kind of a 
documentation of the UK Anarcho punk 
scene that was spearheaded by CRASS 
and CONFLICT. Although I hardly knew 
most of the bands covered/documented 
the book, the information they provided were 
good enough for me get a grasp of what was 
going on during that period of time in England. 
And it is always good to read through what's 
going on with the "major" movers and shakers 
of that scene. What I really found as interesting 
is that most of the bands cited CRASS as the 
major influence on them starting the band and 
being part of the scene. It is also good to note 
that although most of them are not really part of 
the current hardcore punk scene, the majority of 
those interviewed do not detest the scene they 
were part off unlike some other older punks that 
seems jaded with the whole thing once they got 
out of it.

JASON : Writing and performing music 
is something I've always wanted to do. 
I find the creative process very 
rewarding and I love the feeling I get 
when I can hold a record I performed 
on in my hands. It's almost magical. As 
far as the outlook of our band... We're 
not overtly political but our songs deal 
a lot with a personal struggle for 
survival in a hostile world. 
CAM: Our politics are not hard to 
guess at - it's under the surface of a lot 
of our songs. I think that the most 
radical qualities in a lot of music are in 
the approach and flying banners is not 
always the most useful way to 
advance an agenda. 

DP: Did you have any kind of things 
that influenced Under Pressure? 
Can you jot down some of- the 
bands that have a strong relation to 
musical sounds of Under Pressure? 
JASON : The obvious ones to point out 
would be Poison Idea, Black Flag and 
Motorhead. We also love Japanese 
hardcore, which in turn is heavily 
influenced by UK bands like 
Discharge. 

DP: A lots of reviews and people 
compares you to Black Flag. How 
do you relate to such judgments? 

JASON : I think there are a few 
elements in some of our songs that 
hint at Black Flag's sound. I don't think 
we sound all that much like them 
overall but they are a huge influence 
on us as far as our approach to writing 
songs is concerned. Black Flag's 
songs have a lot of swing in them; their 
songs are not played rigidly in 4/4 time 
but rather with a lot of feel and erratic 
timing, and we try to do that with our 
music. 

DP: Your ST EP was out under Primitive Air Raid in 2005 and Sound Pollution is 2006. So 
why is that? Are the both EP different? 

JASON : Those are two different recordings. My record label, Primitive Air-Raid, has released an 
8-song EP on CD. I'll also be releasing a 12" version. We've also recorded an 11-song album 
featuring entirely different songs. It's not set in stone but it will perhaps end up being released on 
Sound Pollution. We still have to finish recording it. 



DP: How did you guys feel if people actually never concern about what you're singing 
about? 

JASON : I don't think it's important for people listening to our music to concern themselves with 
every lyric Cam writes, but it would be nice if they were interested in reading the lyrics because I'm 
really proud of them. I do think it's important that people who listen to our music can identify with 
the same values of respect and consideration for others that we have, but this hasn't been the 
case. We've encountered people at shows, for instance, who have thought that degrading women 
was funny. We've written a few songs on the subject of sexism and violence aimed at women, so 
these unfortunate encounters serve to remind us that we write songs in protest for a reason. 
CAM: It's hard to write thinking about how people will respond to what I'm singing, or if they will 
respond at all. If I had other people in mind our lyrics would probably not be so defeatist. At the 
same time, I don't choose words for Under Pressure that I don't want people to hear and to think 
about. The music is one expression of who we are, and the lyrics are another. I think they 
compliment each other and if you choose to ignore the words you are missing part of the picture. 

DP: Did you remember any bands that have inspire you to make a kick start? How long do 
you think you will stay in this so-called DIY hardcore punk? 

JASON: Locally, Propagandhi and Head Hits Concrete were inspiring to me. As far as other 
bands, the Germs, the Melvins, Black Flag... I love those bands and hoped to play music like them 
one day as a young teen. 

CAM: I Spy was a band from around here that changed my outlook on music considerably. DIY 
punk helped to shape my worldview and an ethic that envelopes my entire life, so it will always be 
with me in some respect. 

DP: Can you tell us any records (especially from the pop culture) that you bought few last 
months? 

JASON : If you mean pop culture, as far as top 40 hits that are featured on MTV, I don't listen to 
that type of music. As far as popular music from the past is concerned, I've been listening to a lot 
of 70's rock, like Deep Purple and Led Zeppelin. I 
recently purchased a live Joy Division bootleg, when 
I'm enjoying quite a bit. 

CAM: I listen to all kinds of music but lately it's mostly 
been jazz and old heavy metal, so nothing from pop 
culture, which I find pretty bland anyway. 

DP: How did you feel being featured in a small 
magazine comes far away from your place?
